THE    EXHORTATION.

You  ought  to  come 
with  humble  and  serious  hearts,  in  the  fear  of  God, 
and  in  humble  dependence  on  his  grace.  Remem- 
ber that  his  all-seeing  eye  is  upon  you,  and  that  all 
your  thoughts  and  actions  are  known  to  him.  It  is, 
therefore,  your  duty  to  look  up  to  him  for  the  as- 
sistance of  his  Holy  Spirit,  that  you  may  worship 
him  with  reverence,  truly  confess  your  sins  to  him, 
and  implore  his  pardon,  through  the  mediation  of 
Jesus  Christ  our  Saviour;  devoutly  kneeling,  and 
saying : 

CONFESSION. 

Almighty  and  most  merciful  Father :  We  have 
erred  and  strayed  from  thy  ways  like  lost  sheep.  We 
have  followed  too  much  the  devices  and  desires  of 
our  own  hearts.  We  have  offended  against  thy  holy 
laws.  We  have  left  undone  those  things  which  we 
ought  to  have  done  ;  And  we  have  done  those  things 
which  we  ought  not  to  have  done :  And  there  is  no 
health  in  us.  But  thou  0  Lord,  have  mercy  upon 
us,  miserable  offenders.  Spare  thou  those,  0  God, 
who  confess  their  faults.  Restore  thou  those  who 
are  penitent ;  According  to  thy  promises  declared 
unto  mankind,'  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord.  And 
grant,  0  most  merciful  Father,  for  his  sake  ;  That 
we  may  hereafter  live  a  godly,  righteous,  and  sober 
life ;  To  the  glory  of  thy  holy  name.     Amen, 

Grant  to  us.  Lord,  we  beseech  thee,  pardon  and 
peace,  that  we  may  be  cleansed  from  all  our  sins,  and 
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serve  thee  with-  a  quiet  mind,  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.

temptation  ;  But  deliver  us  from  evil ;  For  thine  is 
the  kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the  glory,  for  ever 
and  ever.     Amen. 

Then  shall  he  said: 
Min.  0  Lord,  open  thou  our  lips : 
Chil.  And  our  mouth  shall  show  forth  thy  praise. 

Then  shall  he  said.,  all  standing.,  alternately  hy  the 
Minister  or  leader  and  children^  the  folloiving

I  believe  in  God  the  Father  Almighty,  Maker  of 
heaven  and  earth :  and  in  Jesus  Christ  his  only  Son 
our  Lord  ;  who  was  conceived  by  the  Holy  Ghost, 
born  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  suffered  under  Pontius 
Pilate,  was  crucified,  dead,  and  buried  ;  he  descend- 
ed into  hell ;  the  third  day  he  rose  from  the  dead ; 
he  ascended  into  heaven,  and  sitteth  on  the  right 
hand  of  God  the  Father  Almighty  ;  from  thence  he 
shall  come  to  judge  the  quick  and  the  dead.  I  be- 
lieve in  the  Holy  Ghost ;  the  Holy  Catholic  Churck; 
the  Communion  of  Saints  ;  the  Forgiveness  of  sins; 
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the  Resurrection  of  the  body,  and  the  life  everlast- 
ing.    Amen.
